to the fear that perhaps the worry, 
excitement and even the anticipation 
of having finished her school course, 
might have brought on the condition 
which ended In her demise at such an 
unopportuno time. 

Miss Falch was well known and pop- 
ular in the school and she had shown 
special Interest in the graduating ex- 
ercises; when she had her gown made 
she was all excitement and happy; 
when she heard she was to pass she 
wna even more elated. And when she 
was ' taken sick, she at once became 
morose and seemed unable to rally from 
the ailment whichi from'the start, she 
felt, might interfere with her appear- 
ing with the graduating class. Little 
did she thmk that she would bo resting 
in the little, cemetery when her class- 
mates were being graduated.

• The coroner was notified and an in- 
quest was held, ,the jury returning a 
verdict that death was due to celebral 
hemmorrhage, probably^ caused by the

The deceased was the only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Peter Overton and was born 
November TJ, 1882, at the old home at 
ChanneL He was a graduate of the 
Antioch school and also of the Univer-' 
aity at Valparaiso, Ind^ Later he at- 
tended the Illinois University of Pharm- 
acr and upon his graduation from that 
institution :ho;opened a drugstore at 
Lake Villa, and two yeara afterward 
disposing of that he entered the drug 
business in this villag^ where he.has 
made his home ever since. 

On the sixth day of January/ 1913, he 
was united in marriage, to Miss Ada 
Lux and they began housekeeping in 
the new home which he had already 
prepared,. . 

He was a member of Sequoit Lodge 
A. F.&A* M.. Lotus Camp M.W.. A., 
Olson Camp, R. N. A., Antioch Lodge, 
1. 0. 0, F. and Antioch Chapter O.E.S. 
The funeijal services, which were in 
charge of the Masons, were held at the 
home Monday afternoon at two o'clock 
with Rev. Stixrud, speakinf? from the 
same text as was used at the- funeral 
of the mother of the deceased. The 
samesongs which he,had selected for the 
services of his mother were also sang 
for him; and at the grave Father Lynch" 
delivered a few touching and beautiful 
remarks. The following remarke taken 
from the sermon by-Mr, Stixrud- ex- 
press in every way the feeling that all 
bore toward him: 

"Sometimes it is very difficult to un- 
derstand why things are as they are,.

Why for 
instance should Burtis Overton be tak- 
en, a young man with apparently every- 
thing to live for, filling an honorable 
and useful place in the business life of

Finally some 
one discovered his ^ condition and a 
physician was summoned He advised 
that Neal be taken to the Jane 'Mc-

examination showed apparently that 
the sight of the right eye was gone and 
that the left eye is badly affected and 
probably can not be saved. 

First reports had it that Mr Neal 
had been for more severely Injured, 
some having it that he had been all but 
blown to pieces. An effort Is being 
made to save the sight of one of his 
eyes. His face is still full of dirt parti- 
cules which could not be removed.

Merchants of the northwest side .in 
Chicago are campaigning- on behalf 
of plans to build the Chicago & North- 
ern Interurban railway, by which it 
is proposed to connect that part of 
Chicago with farming localities Im- 
mediately to the northwest of the city 
limits. Petitions are being circulat- 
ed to be used in urging the city ad- 
ministration to grant the necessary 
franchise and rights to the railway 
company 

The proposed route of the main line 
of the road is from Belmont and El- 
ston avenues along the Chicago river 
until It reaches a point just north of 
Norwood Park, then in a northwester- 
ly direction, crossing the Des Plaines 
river near Des Plaines, then contlnu- 
ing In a more northerly direction to 
a point just north of Libertyvllle, 
thence northwest to Antioch and Fox 
Lake, One branch will end at Schaum- 
berg and a second branch will end at 
Shermerville. 

- The proposed railway has been In- 
dorsed by the Northwest Side Com- 
mercial association and also the Great- 
er Chicago federation; 

The following argument for the 
proposed road is made in the current 
monthly bulletine of the association. 

"There are many reasons why this 
road should be built. The promoters 
who are property owners, farmers and 
others interested along the right of 
way. and a few northwest side citi- 
zens, have agreed that the fare on 
this new road, if biiilt. shall be 5 
cents within the city limits. They 
will agree to transfer privileges with

•'This new transportation line will 
place the country producer in eloper 
touch with the city consumer.

SUDDEN DEATH OF 

AUG. SIEDSCHLACHT 

AT WILMOT 

Sunday morning at about ten o'clock 
occurred the sudden although not unex- 
pected death of Mr. August Siedsch- 
lacht a well known resident of Wilmot. 
For many years the Siedschlacht fam- 
ily resided at Channel where they still 
own a farm, but several yeara ago 
wishing to retire from active labor they 



Suffering from melahcholia for many 
months following a nervous breakdown. 
W. O. Williams, aged 32. a well known 
young man of Libertyvllle was succeis- 
fullnhis second attempt at suicide on 
Tuesday afternoon, June 2, when he 
ended his life by turning on the gas in 
the bedroom of his home while his wife 
was away at a meeting of the Aid So- 
ciety of her church. 

His first attempt at suicide was 
made in February last when he took 
chloroform and was saved only after 
Dr. Taylor had worked 12 hours over 
him when Mrs. Williams called him in 
after discovering her husband covered 
up and unconscious as u result of the 
fumes of jthe drug. 

Ill health which overtook Williams 
last fall brought on a nervous break- 
down and that subsequently resulted in 
a constant an'd growing fear that his 
mind was to be affected 'permanently. 
He frequently said he would rather die 
than go insane. This nervons state 
was believed to have been due to an 
injury he sustained In the East several 
years'ago in" a streetcar accident when 
his spine was injured. , 

Rev, Whipple knew of his nervous 
state last fall and accompanied him to 
Mercy hospital, Chicago, where an 
X-ray photograph was taken, showing 
an injury which now is believed to have 
affected him mentally, although the 
physiclaqs there said it was not alarm- 
ing.

Chariie C, and Frank H-» two sons are 
deceased George H., and Harvey A, 
Twenty-nine grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren also survive. In 
1910 Mr. and Mrs. Wilton celebrated 
their goldenwedding. 

The funeral services were held at the 
home.

Before the latter 
could escape the horse reached down 
and took a bite out of its owner's arm. 
Again he reached forward as if to inflict 
still further injury. . A neighbor's boy 
happened to be nearby and seeing 
Perry's, danger he ran to the scene and-*^ 
drove back the horse.. He then ca^lit 
hold of the tether and tied the animai 
where he could do no more damage.

The. delegation stated that their or- 
ganlzationa represent over 33.000 fac- 
tories. 1,800,000 employes and $782.-

The eaves are hut Utile higher than 
on a cottage house. The room up- 
Btnlra Is secured by means of a roof 
having four gables, which Is an easy 
roof to buUd, and ono that Is under- 
Btood by every house carpenter. It 
1b right In every respect, even to the 
placing of the chimney. 

There Is a great advantage in hav- 
ing the chimney In tho center of tho 
house. You never have trouble with 
a roof leaking around n chimney that 
1b build through tho peak, but the 
amount of expressive profanity 
wasted on chimneys near the eaves la 
tremendous. ^Vhon the water races 
down the roof, It seems to prefer an 
outlet around tho chimney. It runs 
down towards the ground easier than 



a very cozy Bitting room, which may 
be used BCparntoly or In connection 
with the parlor, as desired. A win- 
dow seat to fit In tho bay, reaching 
clear across tho three windows, looks 
well, and, if properly made. Is very 
comfortable. Windows seata are used 
In the winter more than In summer; 
and they should bo built accordingly. 
There Is more or less draft 'Or at 
least cold air coming In around a win- 
dow In the winter. For thle reaaon 
the "Window seat should be protected 
by the back, which. may extend up 
three or four Inches above the win- 
dow sm without being conspicuous 
from the outside.

necessarily so, as both shape and de- 
sign must conform to the other furni- 
ture In the room to a certain extent.

There are as many styles 
iln window seats as In any other ar- 
ticles of fumlturo; but they are dif- 
ferent from the fact that each ono 
Is made to fit a certain nlclio where 
it is- expected to remain. 

A window seat is irbver complete 
without plenty of pillows. The square 
down pillows with fancy covers that 
are seen in every home, are not only 
comfortable, but: highly decorative. 
Some of these pillows are made too 
nice to use, which Is a great mis- 
take. It is much better to have 
washable covers that may be easily 
removed. Of course oveiry woman 
likes to have something of this kind 
as neat and elaborate as possible; 
but, aa a general thing, pillows should 
be made to use as well as to look at 
^A seat big enough to fit this win- 
dow should have serven'or olght pll* 
lows piled up at the ends, and scat- 
tered along the side on top of the 
tufted back. 'Some seats are made 
with a wide rail on top of ttg.^gck,^ 
especlally'tb field pillows. In such 
cases the tufting should be made tn 
different p^rts, with a division at each 
comer and a cord run along to mark 
the upper comer borders. 
. This little house may be built un- 
der favorable circumstances, for about 
11,600, without heating apparatus or 
plumbing.

Pitiful Sight at Quebec When 

Rescued' From Empress 

Reach City. 



MANY ARE BADLY INJURED 



Alt Ard Thinly Clothed nnd Had Suf- 
fared From Plungo Into Icy Wa- 
ters of the St Lawrence- 
Few Women Saved. 



Quebec, May 30.— A full equlpmont 
of ambulances supplied by Quebec, by 
tho town of Levis on the oppostto aldo 
of Iho river, and the army medical 
■ervlco corps was waiting at Levla 
wlion tho special survivors of tho Em- 
prefls of Ireland train from Hlraouskl 
arrived and tho eurvlvora of tho Em- 
press of Ireland were Immediately dla- 
©mbarked and transferred to tho ferry 
steamer, which had been waiting at 
tho special wharf to faclUtato the 
transfer to Quebec. 

It was a pUlful eight when the ferry 
steamer Polaris docked on the Quebec 
■Ido at 8:30 o'clock Friday night nnd 
tho 336 men and women aurvlvora 
trooped falteringly down the gangwaj'. 
Victlma Show Exhaustion. 

Tho faces of all plainly teglstorcd 
tho frightful experience they had gone 
through. Few of them posscBBod a 
complete outflt of clothes, the majority 
wearing only shirts, trousora and 
boots. 

Heads were bared as tho Injured 
were brought ashore, Bupported by 
friends and officials of tho company, 

Tho second and third class passen- 
gers and the crew were Immedlatoly 
made comfortable on tho Allan liner 
Alsatian, which was lying in an ad- 
joining berth at the breakwater. The 
first class and Injured passengers wore 
transferred in automobiles and other 
vehicles to the Canadian Frontenac- 

A staff of doctors and nurses took 
chargo of the injured. 

Twenty Women Are Saved. 

Among the 25 survivors of tho rtrat 
cabin there were eight women and one 
child and, strangely, among the 29 res- 
cued from the second cabin there were 
also eight women and one child. Of 
the 101 persons eaved from the steer- 
ago four were women. 

Among the 50 pa.'jsengers left in 
Klmouskl were a number who were so 
HI or so badly Injured that they had to 
bo taken to the hospital. 

Special praise was given the heroic 
work of I>r. James P. Grant of Vic- 
toria, B. C, ship's surgeon on tho Em- 
press. To his coolness was credited 
the aavlng of a lapge number of pcr- 
■ons taken out of the water who prob- 
ably would have perished had they not 
received prompt medical attenUon. 



FACTS ABOUT LATEST 

STEAMSHIP HORROR 

Of the 433 pariene oaved from the 
■Inking Emprcse of Ireland 237 were 
membera of tho crew. 

Of the 87 flret cabin paasengera 20 
are known to bo saved. A few others 
of tho rescued remained In RImouskI, 
near Father Point. 

Among the 163 second cabin pas* 
■engers, 29 were rescued and taken to 
Quobeo. 

Of the 715 steerage passengere 101 
were rescued and taken to Quebec. 
A few third cabin passengers were 
left at Rlm-ouskl. ^ 

The proportion of crew reecusd 
caused widespread comment, and con- 
tresis with the heroic record of the 
Titanic. However, the Empress of Ire- 
land sank In about eeventeen min- 
utes and there was little lime for 
"women and children first" Most of 
them were asleep In their berths. The 
reports Indicate a lack of panic. 

The loss of life on the Empress of 
Ireland has been equaled or exceeded 
by only four marine disasters In the 
last century. These were the loss of 
the Rhone, Wye and other vessels at 
St Thomas In the hurricane of Octo- 
ber 29, 1867, when 1.0C0 persona per- 
ished; the burning of the excursion 
boat. General aiocum, In the East 
r\s^T^ New York, on Juno 19, 1904, 
with an approximated itse of 1,000 
lives; the loss of the Titanic on April 
14, 1912, which. tank with. 1,490 of her 
company after collision with an Ice- 
berg, and the loss of the KIckemaru 
off tho Japanese coast September 28, 
1912, with a lose of 1.000 Uvea. 

Laurence Irving, the well-known 
English actor, and his wife, Mabel 
Hackney, are among the missing— 
given up for dead. Irving le a son 
of the late Sir Henry Irving. 



FAMOUS PEOPLE DROWNED 

Ill-Fated Liner Carried Men of World- 
Wide Reputation to Ocean 
Graves. 

New York. May 30.— Laurence 8. B. 
Irving, who, with his wife, was among 
tho passengers on the Empress of Ire- 
land, was widely known as an actor. 
author and manager. He received his 
education at Marlborough college. Col- 
lege Iloliin. Paris, and spent three 
years In nusela studying for foreign 
offlce. Ills plays are well known. In 
1908 and 1909 ho presented sketches 
of his own authorship In England and 
America. Ho was a son of tho late 
Sir Henry Irving. 

Sir Henry Soton-Karr, one of the 
passengers on the Empress of Ireland, 
was created a knight In 1902, compan- 
ion of St. Michael and St. George In 
the same^ear and was deputy lieuten- 
ant in RoxehurEhshlre. He was born 
In India on February 5, 1853, and was 
educated at Harrow and Oxford, tak- 
ing class honors on law In 1876, and, 
becoming a barrUter In 1879. He trav- 
eled widely in this country and was an 
expert in shooting big game hero and 
In British Columbia and Norway. H« 
waa Interested In state colonization 
nnd was a member of parliament from 
1S85 to 1S96. Ho published books, 
among Uiem "The Call to Arms." "My 
flportini: Holidays" and various sport- 
ing arliclee and^ reviews. He was cap- 
Uln of tho Royal Wimbledon Golf club 
In 1895 and 1896. and had a fine col- 
lection of American and Norwegian 
flportlng trophies. His address was 
Kippilaw, fit. Boawell's, N. B.. and 47 
Cheater s/junro, London, Eng. Ho waa 
» member of the Cajloton club, Lon- 
don, arid New club, Edinburgh.

Lindsay, ono of the passengera on tho" 
Empreaa of Ireland, was pnthologlat 
at the Victoria gejieral hoapitaL Ha 
was going to the old country to marry.

1911. Ho was also professor of path- 
ology at the Dalhousie Medical collego.

" Among the passengers was W. Leon- 
ard Palmor of tho London Financial 
News, who io well known in Halifax. 
He came to Canada, landing at Hall- 
fax several weeks ago, and waa re- 
turning homo, accompanied by his 
wife.

TOLO BYSWIVORS 

Vivid Stories of Awful Dis- 
aster to liner Empress 
of Ireland. 

Montreal, Quo., Juno 1,— ExcUlug 
aud vivid stories of tholr experiences 
aro told by survivors of tho dianstor 
that overtook the liner Empress of 
Ireland. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry Freeman of 
Wisconsin at tho Chateau Frontonac 
told of their dash for safety after tho 
Empress was smashed by tho collier, 
Mr. Froomnn jumped from lils berth, 
and, Boizing u sweater, ho threw it 
around Mrs. Freeman. In tho dark 
they struggled up the companlonway 
and made their way to the port aide, 
where tho unmanageable lifeboats 
wore. 

The boat keeled, nnd, determined to 
die together, they Jumped Into thcf 
water, Thpy were soparnted, but both 
could swim. Whirled about tho water, 
they nnally wero picked up by a boat 
from tho Storstad, 

Woman Tells of Rescue. 
"Following the sinking of tho ship," 
Mrs. Freeman said, "we were both 
dragged down. Wo became separated, 
but wo wore fair swlninicrs nnd 
thought wo could help ourselves a lit- 
tle bit. When we came up I could not 
see niy husband and ho could not 
see me. 

"Just before tho collision I had n 
premonition that something dreadful 
waa going to happen. I Iny there 
thinking of it, and then I heard tho 
whistles going nnd tho men running 
on deck. That woko my husband up. 
too. Wo saw that wo wero going to 
be swept off the liner and we locked 
arms and jumped Into the black cold 
water Just before the boat turned. 

"When I felt my husband's hands 
torn from mine I thought we never 
would Bee each other again. But wo 
were picked up by boats from the 
same vesseL" 

Bellboy Tells Vivid Story. 

Charles Spencer, a bellboy on tho 
Empress of Ireland, told of the man- 
ner In which Captain Kendall saved 
him. Still hysterical from the Buffer- 
ing ho endured, ho cried as he told 
of his experience, 

"When tlio crash came I ran down 
to the Bteerage to wake up the boys 
there nnd get them to go to the buUc- 
heads and turn them. They are closed 
by hand wheels. I did not have much 
time, because when I reached there 
the water was two feet deep and I 
could hardly get through U, I know 
two of tho boya were drowned there, 
I and another, Samuel Baker, were tho 
only bellboys saved out of the dozen 
on the vessel. 

"After I woke up tho boys below I 
ran up to boat deck where men wero 
trying to put the lifeboats overboard. 
The Empress had a list to starboard 
and tho top deck was down to tho 
water. It was going very fast. One 
of the funnels toppled Into the water 
■and almost fell on a lifeboat. When 
the boat mado a final lurch I dived 
Into the water because I felt I could 
get somowhero.

Saved by Captain Kendall, 
"When I came up Capt. Kendall was 
near me. He caught hold of me and 
helped me along. Harr>- Baker was 
near us and the captain took him. too; 
Ho helped us along. We were in the 
water about 20 minutes, when wo wore 
picked up and taken to the coal boat. 
We wero not far away when the port 
aide blew out 

"They took care of us when they 
put in at Rimouaki. They did not havo 
enough clothes for us, so we took bags 
and cut holes in them for our arms 
and legs. ^They gave us all kinds of 
socks and old slippers and old shoes 
that could not be matched, but wo 
were glad to get anything to keep ua 
warm. 

"Tho bulkheads were closed for- 
ward. After I yelled to the hoys to 
close tho bulkheads, I saw Harry 
Baker and Charley Turnstall, two of 
my chums, standing by and closing 
the doors. They were both lost as tHe>- 
never got on deck." 

Volturno Hero Among Saved. 
J. H. Price, ordinary seaman, who 
was recently aw'ardod a medal for gal- 
lantry for jumping Into the water from 
the Devonllan to savo a Volturno pas- 
sengor, told this story: 
■ "Wo had just put the pilot off In 
his boat. He had climbed down the 
starboard gangway Into his tender and 
I had Justgot the sea ladder ready for 
carrying forward for stowage. 

"As I reached tho break of tho 
deck under the bridge I saw the Stor- 
stad bearing down on our starboard 
bow. I could see its masthead lights 
then, but neither of its side lights. Its 
course was somewhat across ours, and 
I heard our bridge signal It to star- 
board Its help. He did tho same with 
our onginoa and stopped our head- 
way. 

•'Then I saw the Storstad sheer away 
nnd Its starboard light showed. But 
It Hept coming on, and It was clear 
it was going to'hit us. It siruclc up 
Just about the starboard gangway. I 
should think It went into us by tho 
No. 1 forward stokehold and then 
ripped aft In the engine room, 

•*Ab the crash came I heard an or- 
der from the bridge, 'all hands.* I 
dropped the flea. ladder and .I'an up 
to the bridge to clear tho emergency 
boat, which swung overboard ready 
for lowering. That was tho only boat 
I Wmk that really got launched from 
the Empress If Ireland and. there was 
no one there X.o get into It, 

Hard to 8tkk to Ship. 

*Tho ship waa llaUng away orer. 



It wns swung over more and mora, 
nnd, with tho first offlcor, I cinng to 
tho combing of tho Marconi house. 
There was sorao boat genr lashed on 
top there and its lashings got away 
and carried the first ofllccr overboard. 

"Terrible confusion followed. Every- 
thing gave way, I saw two or throo 
men carried overboard as great 
winches hroko their lashings nnd 
lurched Into tho sea. People wore 
Bcramblhig up from below and trying 
to got to the port aldo to keep away 
from tho water. It was nil I could 
do to hong on to tho Marconi house. 
Finally 1 saw the ship was going. It 
Was on Its beam ends, and made a 
dive for it, I got It.nnd Just then tho 
ship gave ft wallow nnd went under, 
Tho apnr and I wore carried under 
the water. 

"Tho surface of tho water, when 1 
cnmo up, was nil covered with peo- 
ple, dead nnd alive; some struggling 
and Bomo bobbing In tho water. Tho 
only light cnmo from tho flare of some 
of tho automatic life buoys which got 
free when tlio ship sank. They sort of 
made a creepy light over It all. It was 
llko bugs on u pool." 

Price found n collapBlblo boat float- 
ing nearby. Ho crawled Into It and 
other men followed him. Flnally'thoy 
came across two \vomen swimming. 
Thoy were pulled aboard, followed by 
tho chief steward. All these persons 
wero taken In by n boat from the 
Storstad. Price was picked up by 
tho pilot boat Eureka. 

Arlliur Ferraday. chief steward of 
the third-class, Bat In the little sea- 
man's mIsBion, one arm was bandaged 
nnd an Injured log was helpless. 
Pulled From Bunk by Mate. 

"The crash did not wake mo," ho 
said. "One of tho matca pulled me 
from my bunk In tho *glory hole* nnd 
told mo the ship was sinking. He 
went up to tho deck. While I was 
crawllng'out tho ship gave a' sudden 
lurch nnd boxes and trunks fell upon 
mo, tearing my wrist and landing on 
my back. 

"I ran up to tho boat deck where 
tho men wore trjing to got the boats 
over. A lot of us tried to put over No. 
12 boat on tho port deck, but could 
not do It because the vesbel had such 
a list to It It was to starboard. 

"Then we went to No. 11 on the 
starboard side. Wo got that off and 
let It down carefully nnd It reached 
tho water safely. Then we ran to 
No. 16 on tho port side. The offlcers 
were with us helping to get the boat 
over. While wo were at It the ship 
took a sudden lurch and threw us 
down the side of tho ship, or rather 
down the slanting dock. Tho first ofil- 
cer was caught In tho boat gear and 
carried overboard to his death. 
Saw Many Women Drowned. 

"We tried another boat on the port 
side, and as the ship rolled It filled, 
with women. The turning of tho ship 
made It Impossible to get the boat 
away and the women saw another 
boat near and Jumped out to run to 
the other over the ship's side. They 
did not reach the other lifeboat and 
all of them, I think, were drowned. 

"As the vessel rolled over I Jumped 
and Bwam around for half an hour, 
when I canio across a barrel and 
held on until I was saved by one of 
the boats from the Storstad. 

"There waa no panic. It all hap- 
pened so quickly that no ono had a 
chance to bo frightened. They had no 
chance to get to the upper decks. 
Many of the people wore killed by 
the rafts sliding down tho deck of tho 
vessel. They wero loose on decks and 
crashed Into the people and smashed 
them against stanchions or swept 
them overboard." 

Lawrence Irvlno'eHerolsm. 
Lawrence Irving, son of the late Sir 
Henry Irving nnd well-known on tho 
English and American stiges, lost his 
life while ho was trying to savo his 
wife. 

F. E. Abbott of Toronto was the last 
man to see Irving nllve. 

"I met him first In the paBsagowny 
nnd ho asked calmly, 'la tlioboat go- 
ing down?' 
"1 Bald that It. looked like It 
"'Dearie,* Irving then said to hls- 
wife, 'hurry, there Is no time to lose.' 
"Mrs. Irving then began to cry, and 
nstho actor reached for a life belt the 
boat suddenly lurched forward and he 
was thrown against tho door of hla 
cabin. His face was bloody and Mrs. 
Irving became frantic. 

" 'Keep cool.' he warned her, but 
she persisted In holding her arms 
around hira. 

"He forced the life belt. over her 
and pushed her out of the door. He 
then practically carried her upatnlrs. 
I said. 'Can I help you?' and Irving, 
said. *No. yourself first old man, but 
God bless you all the same.' 
. , "I left tlio two— man and wife— 
iitruggllng. I got on deck and dived 
overboard, J caught hold of a picco 
of timber and. holding on tight, looked 
around. Irving was by this time on 
deck. Ho was kissing his wife, and 
as tho ship went down they wero 
clasped In each other's arms." 
Chief Operator's Story. 
Chief Operator Hayes of the Em- 
press told. of the sinking of the ves- 
sel. 

"Aa soon as I felt tho shock of tho 
coIllBion,",ho said, "I was ordered to 
Bbiind tho danger signal, aiid the flash 
of '.my B. 0.. 8. was Immediately 
picked up by. the operator at Father 
Point and answered. But I could not 
talk with him for five minutes after 
the Impact my dynamos failed mo" and 
17 minutea after the collision our boat 
sank,"

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Go Down With Steamship Empress of Ireland in the 

St. Lawrence River. 



Rlraouskl, Que., May 30.— Nino hun- 
dred and thirty-four persons loat their 
Uvea when tho great Canadian Pnclllc 
twin Bcrow liner Kmproas of Ireland 
was rammed amidships in a thick fog 
off Father Point in tho St Lawrence 
and sunk by tho Norwegian collier 
Storstad. 

Four hundred and three eurvlvors 
wero picked up from floating wreck- 
age and two lifeboats. 

And only 12 of tho saved aro wom- 
en. 

Gathered piecemeal from survivors 
tho horror of this wreck grows with 
tho telling. 

The doomed ones had little time 
even to pray. Thoy were engulfed by 
tho onrushlng waters that swallowed 
tho big ship Inside of 19 minutes from 
tho time she wob struck. ,^ - ; , ^ ^ 

Tho wireless operators on the Em- 
press, sticking to their posts to the 
lust, had time only to send a few "S. 
O. S." calls for help when the rising 
waters sllcnco their instruments. 
That sllonco told tho rescuers miles 
away more potently than a bugle that 
doom had overtaken tho ship. 

Only six hours before this fateful 
collision tho pasBcngers sang as a 
goodnight hymn "God Bo With You 
Till Wo Meet Again," played by the 
Salvation army band on board. 

Tho members of that band and most 
of tho 1C5 Salvationists wore among 
tho lost. 

Survivors Tell of Fog. 

It was foggy, according to survivors, 
when tho Empress of Ireland, a steel- 
hullcd, steel-bulkheadcd ship of moro 
than 8,000 tons, left Montreal at -4:30 
In tho afternoon in command of H, Q. 
Kendall of the Royal Naval reserve, 
one of tho most skilled of transatlan- 
tic navigators. 

Forest flres also obscured the atmos- 
phero and the big ship in chargo of 
a pilot, proceeded slowly on her way 
to sen. At midnight tho pilot aid left 
near Father Point, shouting a merry 
"Bon Voyage" as he went down their 
ladder to his waiting boat 

Tho darkness at this time was In- 
tense and the ship under the Blowest 
speed' possible with steeragcway held 
her course. Her decjcB were deserted. 
Tho passengers had all sought their 
berths with no thought of Impending 
death. 

Out of the darkness, on the port 
side, soon after 2:30 In the morning 
there loomed the little Norwegian col- 
lier, not half the size of tho Empress, 
but fated to bo hor destroyer. 

Not until the collier was almost 
abeam of tho big liner was tho danger 
known on either ship. The fog had 
blotted out the lights as well as tho 
port and starboard lights of both 
ships. 

Quick orders trumpeted on both ves- 
sels wero^hcard. But they came all 
too late. 

Strikes Ship Amidship. 

The steel-pointed prow of tho Stor- 
Btad struck the liner amidships and 
then forged aft, ripping and tearing 
Its way through tho Empress of Ire- 
land, 

Clear to tho stern of tho Empress of 
Ireland was this groat steel shaving 
cut from her side, from tho top of tho 
hull far below the water line. Into .that 
rent the water poured with force of a 
Niagara. 

The- bow of tho Storstad emashed 
Its way through berths on that side 
of the ship, killing passengers sleeping 
In their bertha nnd grinding bodies to 
pieces. 

Reaching the stern of tho big liner, 
the Storstad staggered off In tho dark- 
ness, her bow crumpled by the Impact 
Her commander wns ready a few min- 
utes later, when he found his uhlp 
would float, \o aid thC crippled and 
sinking Empress, but ho was too late 
to Bove the majority of those on board. 
Carried to Bottom. 

Tho Empress of Ireland recoiled af- 
most on hor starboard beam ends from 
the blow of the collier nnd passengers 
were flung from their berths against 
tho walls of their staterooms. 

Many wero stunned and before they 
had time to recover were carried to 
the bottom with the ship. 

The vast torrents pouring into the 
great gash on the port side, aft, filled 
the corridorB and flooded every Blate- 
room abaft the midship section inside 
of four mlniiteft. 

There was never a chance for the 
helplesa ones In the after cabins and 
stateroom of the liner. With her port 
side laid open for half its length from 
the midship section to tho stern a 
selvo had more chance to float than 
the Empress of Ireland, -and tho 
trapped paasengera in that after see- 
tlou were doomed from tho moment 
tho Storstad struck. 

Heeling from the blow the ship be- 



gan to settle almost immediately as 
tho water rushcd'lnto the big rent 

From tho forward cabin, however, 
men and women In night attiro stum- 
bled along tho corridors an* up thft 
companion way to the promenade 
deck— the deck bdow, tho ono on 
which tho boats rested 

Swarm to Deck. 

Up they Bwarmod on deck In their 
night clothing to find tho ohfp heeling 
away to port and tho deck slanting at 
a degree that made- it almost Impot- 
sllilo to stand oven clinging to rall- 
inga, i 

Men and women, ihrloklng, praying, 
crying for aid that wna fatod" to arrive 
too late, foil over one another m that 
last struggle for llfo on board the 
doomed Eihpreaa of Ireland. 

Frenrlcd mothers lonpcd overboard 
with tholr babies in their arms. Oth- 
ers knelt on deck antJ tried to pray In 
the few momontB left to them. Some 
were fiung overboard by tho hcoIiiiK of 
tho sinking ship and aomo broke their 
legs or arms In trying to reach, l-ho 
lifeboats. 

Above the din of tho atruggle on Iho 
great promenade deckcould bo'hwrd 
Captain Kendall shairtlng commands 
for the launching of the lifeboats; Sev. 
eral wore launched la tho 10 minntes 
that the ship fioatcd. 

There wos no tlma to observe Iho 
rulo "Women first" In this disaster, 
for those nearest tho boats scrambled 
to places In them. 

But even as thoy were being 
launched, whilo tho wtrelesa atill^waH 
calling "S. O. S." thoro cftmo a terrific 
explosion that almost rent the ship In 
twain. 



Ship's- Boilers Expfede, - 

It wnB tho oxploalon of tho bollera 
struck by tho cold w^tor. A geyser of 
water slmt upward from the midship 
section, mingled with, fragments of 
wreckage, that showered down upon, 
the passengers otlll clinging to the 
rails forward and upoD thoao strug- 
gling In tho water. 

The explosion destroyed tho last 
hope of tho ship's floating until succor 
could arrive, for tho shock had 
smashed, tho forward Btec> bulkhead 
walls that had up to then Bhut out 
the torrents invading tho after part. 
The water rushed" forward and the 
Empress of Ireland went swiftly to 
her doom, carrj-lug dowa with her hun- 
dreds of paasengera v?ho stood on her 
slanting dock, their arms Btretched up* 
ward and their last crloa cholccd la 
the engulfing waters. 

Intonff6^darkneS3COVwed thrnvat?rs'' 
)tflten tho Empress of Irehind made 
that final plunge, but the fog lifted a 
few minutes later and then came the 
first faint streaks of dawn. 

It lighted waters .strewed with 
wreckage and struggling passengers, 
who strove to keep afloat 

The, crippled Stpratad, which 'had 
wrought this tragedy of the waters, 
had lifeboats out picking up as many 
survivors as posaiblo. 

The gray dawn revealed the govern- 
mcut steamerB Lady Evelyn .and 
Eureka near tho scene of the dUaster 
and hastening to aid. 

Some of thoao In tho water trldo to 
swim to the Eureka as sh6"neared the 
point where the Empress had gone 
down. Ono woman, v.-earlng only an 
undervost Bwam to tho Lady Evel>*n. 
and was helped on board, but died of 
exhaustion soon afterwards. 
The Work of Rescue. 

The work of rcecua still was going 
on when tho sun arose In a cloudlesa 
sky. 

Men and women woro clinging to 
spars and bits of broken planks. Many 
of tho flurvivora wore Injured. Some 
had broken legs, others fractured 
arms, and still others had been injured 
Intomally in that last mad rush to get 
away from tlie Bln4:lng liner. 
. Women' clinging with one hand to 
little ones, while with tlio other they 
tried XKi keep clutch on pieces of 
wreckage, were picked. up, by the life, 
boats and carried on board the res- 
cuing vesaels. 

Coptain Kendall, dazed and unable 
to give any coherent account of the 
losa of hlB Bhip, was found clinging to 
a broken Bpar. 

Tho Empress of Ireland was a twin 
screw Bteamer of 8,208 (ona burden. 
She waa 468 feet tong and equipped 
:*|^** .modem npparotUB not only for 
wireless work but Xor submarine sig. 
nailing. Th^^ liner \^"pa built In 1900 
and three years later aet n record on 
a run from Quebec to IJverpool. 

Tho st'eaiher waa'obo of the most - 
popular vessels In the aorvlco of the 
Canadian Paclflo railway and always 
carried a large numb<jr of pdaaehgera. 
She. has piled for aeveral yeara be- 
tween St John nnd Quebec and Liver- 
pool .

Dorsoy, who told Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Myers that a girl answering Cath- 
erine's description was living with a 
family named Pratt In that city. An 
investigation of tho report will bo 
mado today. , 

£>esplto these rumors nuLhorltlosarc 
proceeding In their quest for tho body 
of tho missing girl, tho daughter of 
Dr. W. A. Winters. A search for Uic 
body will bo started In a lonely swamp 
on a farm four mllos west of this city. 
A year ago tho owner of tho farm 
found a shovel lying bosldo a mound 
of nowly turned oarth. He took tho 
shovel to his homo nnd forgot the in- 
cldenL 

Tho scene was recalled vividly to 
his mind when ho read tho story of 
tho Boarcli of the homo of Doctor Win- 
ters for trace ot the missing girl. Ho 
had been told that many people no 
longer believed that tho girl had been 
kidnaped, but feared that she had 
been murdered. 

Tho Jarmer reported flnding tho 
shovel to nobert H. Abel, a private de- 
tective, who has been conducting a 
search for the body of the girl, and 
plans wero arranged by Mr. Abel and 
Mayor Watklns to search In the 
Bwamp. Tho shovel boro tho mork of 
the Big Four railroad, for which W. 
R. Coopor, who has been arrested on 
a charge of conspiracy to commit a 
felony in connection with Catherine's 
disappearance, formerly worked as a 
telegraph operator. 

Doctor Winters and his wife, who 
wero released on bonds after thoy had 
been charged with conspiring to com- 
mit a felony, wore lakon Into custody 
again Monday, according to a state- 
ment of William U. Myers, tho prose- 
cuting attorney for Henry county.

AVOID SPREADING OF DISEASE 

Precautions That Should Bo Observed 

by Those Affiictcd With 

Tuberculoais. 

All persons who are Intimately as- 
sociated with cases of active pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis cannot be too cau- 
tious about the proper disposition of 
tuberculosis sputum. Such sputum, 
should always bo received in cups 
containing a five per cent solution oC 
lysol or carbolic acid, or In the ab- 
sence of these, milk of lime. Paper 
cups, made especially for this purpose, 
may bo used and subsequently burned, 
soiled hondkcrchlefs and cIothB 
should be Immersed for ono hour In 
lysol or carbolic acid (five per cent) 
and then boiled before they aro han- 
dled. The patient should be provided 
with a set of dishes for his oxcluslvo 
use, an'd these should bo kept by 
themselves and boiled thoroughly aft- 
er each meal. Remember that tuber- 
culosis is a preventable disease, but 
that Its control can be accompliBhod 
only by the strlctess observance of 
sanitary precautions.

Tho law haa given tho 
shipper the right to roule his freight, 
and having thla right, he should ex- 
ercise it to the fullest extent, as he 
Bhould know best what routing boat 
servos his purpose. In order to have 
quick traneportaUon service, goods 
Bhould bo routed In the best way. 

There are two fundamental rules 
gorernlng the routing of less-than-car- 
load freight (i) WTiere the rate la 
the first consideration the shipment 
must move via tlie route over which 
tho rate applies, rogardioea of the 
service. (2) Where the service Is the 
flrat conaldoratlon the shipment should 
movo over the most advantageous 
route. 

Generally speaking, the rate will 
apply via the route over which the 
best service Is obtainable; but there 
are some exceptlonsto this rule, par^ 
ticularly when a ahlpment moves un- 
der a special commodity rate. Com- 
modity rates are usually made' to ap- 
ply on certain arUclee from a certain 
point of production to a given destina- 
tion, and the same rate may he ap- 
plicable via several routes. In caaca 
where an article moves under, a spe- 
cial commodity rate and one route la 
arbitrarily fixed there can be no choice 
as to service; but should Uie rate ap- 
ply via more than one route the cou- 
Blgnor Is at liberty to select the route 
giving the best service and route Wis 
flhlpmentfl accordingly. It la aomo- 
tlmea the case that a commodity rate 
will apply via one route only, and the 
class rate for the same arUcIe and 
Bame destination will govern via an- 
other route; yet tho commodity and 
the class rates may be the same In 
cents per 100 pounds. In such caaea
